Clinton Salisbury, South 
Kingstown police chief, said his 
department was “working 
full-time on the case” along 
with the R.1, State Police and 
the state fire marshall’s office 


Chief Salisbury, describing 
the incident. said “it looks like 
arson” adding that evidence 
has been sent to the state crime 
lab at URI for further study 
When asked if he thought a 
bomb was used in the incident, 
Chief Salisbury responded “I 
know it wasn’t a bomb.” 

It is apparent that this 
incident is directly related to 


President Nixon's decision to 
extend the Vietnam war into 
Cambodia, Several thousand 
American soldiers are moving 
across the border into 
Cambodia to attack what Mr 
Nixon described as “the 
headquarters for the entire 
communist military operation 
in South Vietnam.” 

The President suid he 
expects the operation to lust 
from six weeks fo two months. 

A strike at URI and across 
the nation’s colleges has been 
called for Monday by members 
of the local and national 
Student Mobilization 
Committee to protest the 
Cambodia situation.
